PROSECUTOR EMRICK OPENS 


STBONG- PRESENTATION OP THE 


STATE'S CASE. 


THE DEFENSE HAS AN INNING 


f L. MOMttS MAKING- ABLE 


PLEA FOR ACCUSED. 


The Dunn murder trial rapidly ap* 


proaches tae last chapter. 


It is not unlikely that "by tomor- 


row evening the fate of the aged and 
-white-haired prisoner, charged with 
this foulest of crimes, will be under 
deliberation "by the jury. 


Argument in the case began this 


morning. Prosecutor Emrick opened 
for the state in an address" of three 
hours to the jury. Mr. Emrick thor- 
oughly recapitulated the evidence 
and gave it strong presentation to 
-the jury. 


This afternoon Attorney Samuel L. 


Morris, of counsel for the defense, 
began an able and highly 
argu- 


mentative plea for the 
venerable 


looking man -who is charged with 
the atrocious murder of little Alice 
Cothrell. Mr. Morris will finish this 
afternoon, doubtless, and tomorrow 
Henry Colerick 
(will complete the 


argument for the 
defense. 
Judge 


S. M. Hench will close for the state. 


MR. EMRICK OPENS. 


Prosecutor Emrick made the open- 


ing argument on behalf of the state 
at the beginning of court this morn- 
ing. In his opening words Mr. Em- 
rick expressed his bdief that it was 
a matter of congratulation to all that 
the case was nearing the end. 
It 


had been a long and arduous labor, 
but it was necessary to find out what 
the witnesses knew, and if much of 
the subject matter seemed to be re- 
petition, it was unavoidable. Jurors 
had, however, listened patiently be-, 
cause it was their duty as good citi- 
zens to do so. 


The state has only wanted to try 


this case fairly. The state does not, 
in this or any other case, ask a con- 
viction not warranted by the law and 
the evidence. 


Mr, Emrick referred to the enor- 


mity of the crime, which he charac- 
terized as one of tho most atrocious 
that ever occurred within the con- 
fines of this fair county. It has not 
been a pleasure to try this case; it is 
not a pleasure for you to sit as jurors, 
but it was a duty imposed by good 
citizens-hip. 


KE3TJME OP EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Emrick then began a resume of 


the evidence; told of the humble 
home of the Cothrells; of the little 
girl, who was the friend of all. . He 
recited how Alice had been seen to 
enter the Dunn home at ten minutes 
of 1 o'clock; it was shown that she 
was a favorite of Mrs. Dunn, for 
whom she often sang. It was shown, 
said Mr. Emrick, that she sat upon 
the lap of Marie Sampleson, and in 
the goodness of her heart had taken 
a breastpin from her person and of- 
fered the settings to her friend. He 
told how Marie had gone to Haire*s 
to take a loaf of bread there; that a 
few minutes later the girl returned 
to Haire's for water, and as she was 
returning home the little girl -was 
noticed to leave the house and was 
never seen- alive again. 


Mr. Emrick then 
detailed 
the 


whereabouts of Dunn on the ill-fated 
2d day of July, and asserted that the 
proof showed Dunn to have returned 
from the woods that day before 1 ;30 
o'clock. 


WHERE' WAS DTONP 


Continuing, 
Mr. Emrick 
said: 


"Where was Dunn during that thirty 
or forty 'minutes? Ah, you know 
where he was; I know where he was, 
and if little Alice Cothrell were here 
today she would say he was in the 
barn choking the life out of her little 
body. 
The 
testimony 
aa to the 


whereabouts of Dunn is "positive. 
Marie Sampleson's word does not 
stand alone. She is corroborated by 
prominent and substantial citizens.' 


Mr. Emrick said there was no evi- 


dence to show that her parents knew 
Alice was gono before evening of 
that day, and continued: "But there 
was ono individual—I will not say 
man—who was searching 
for that 


child hours before she was known to 
be gone; a man with hair of gray 
that should be a badge of honor in- 
stead of reproach. 


"And when at eventide that mother 


came to inquire for Alice, she was 
told 'Yes, she was here, but she lias 
gone, long ago.' Oone!/'Ah, yes, he 


knew how well she had gone; he 
alone knew she had gone to tho far- 
away land and would live again only 
iu the memory of those who love her. 


"And when later neighbors began 


to search, this man took his lantern 
and followed them out to the barn. 
Why did fce do ttiis? Afc, It was 
the fear H2uit if ihe did not make it 
apparent rfchaft he fead made a search 
of tihatt txirn, neighbors might tod 
n that building the body of ft&at 
murdered girl. 


;Now when Co'Ehrell and Reed came 


from Port Wayne that nSght ftfccy 
'aund Dhaifc Dunn Jrad 
suddenly 


grown dharitable towiard them; some- 
thing that had never occured before 
—he lhad placed feed and bedding 
:or the toorses. Wfcy did lie do this? 
Was i!t because t&afc fartfoer in pre- 
paring th'e beading for (his ihorses 
migih't come upon the body of his 
murdered child? 


"Then came <the search 
during 


days wfoidi followed; tihey say they 
ussd Dunn's l^rses and wagons. Ah, 
they migfcJt have 'hod Dunn's' pocket- 
book at this stage.of tihe affair if 
ithey -had wanted it! 
His refusal 


•then would -have raisad a sfccnn of in- 
dignation. 
And whatever 
else 


Charles Dunn is, 5ie ds an oWy, foxy 
'ellsw. 


"Did he do any searching on the 


days that followed? None of conse- 
quence, but instead he took occasion 
;o villify and degrade 1ihe memory 
>f the missing girl," 


Mr. Emrick went into great detail 


in reviewing tlhe testimony bearing 


the long search for ttho missing 


ivl and Dunn's reluctance to take 


part in it, laying particular stress 
•n the statements of witnesses that 
Dunn had asserted fhe had mode n 
soardh of his premises and 
had 


dragg-cd tha c&tern 
under 
his 


kitchen. 


"Every act of Dunn," 
said Mr. 


Emrick, "was an effort to lead those 
searchers to believe 
the girl was 


thirty, forty or a hundred1 miles 
away from Wallen. He thought he 
was deceiving thosa people, but he 
was mistaken. 
"When someone said 


o Dunn 'this is a mysterious case,' 
he replied, 'If you knew as much 
about the girl as I do there would 
be no mystery.' Ah, yes; if they had 
known what Charles Dunn knew 
then the- mystery would have been 
cleared away." 


Hr* Emrick referred to the fact 


that Dunn had drank water from the 
cistern in the presence of Mrs. Mains 
Saturday morning and said it was 
solely for effect; that Charles Dunn 
would have drank anything short 
of actual poison just then. 
The 


prosecutor emphasised again and 
again the attitude which Dunn man- 
fested toward the search, and said 
that when argument had failed in 
turning the searchers away on Sun- 
day evening he then referred to his 
wife's pitiable condition. "I speak 
the name wife reverently," said Mr. 
Emrick, "and I say here that had 
Charles Dunn had the proper rever- 
ence for his wife he would not be 
under this charge today." 


Mr. Emrick continued: "0, I can 


see why Dunn used every pretext to 
prevent that search; he knew just 
what would be found there. When 
the announcement was made that 
they were going to search that cis- 
tern Charles Dunn's death knell was 
rung. I believe now that had it not 
been for that crowd he would have 
taken refuge in flight. I imagine 
the thoughts that were flashing 
through his mind; he was wonder- 
ing whether the prints of his fingers 
would be found upon little Alice 
CothrelVs neck." 


The prosecutor drew a vivid word 


picture of the finding of the body, 
the movements of the excited citi- 
zens, and Dunn's actions during the 
evening and the "day that followed, 
and said that Providence had wisely 
provided in its mysterious way for 
the discovery of crime and the bring- 
ing of its perpetrators to justice. He 
took up the testimony of Marie Sam- 
pleson; told of her testimony that 
Dunn had stood in the doorway at 
the barn soon after she had heard 
screams on Tuesday afternoon. 
He 


spoke of Dunn's attempt to send the 


to Toledo; told of the improba- 


bility of any person having fallen 
into the cistern 
accidentally, and 


contended that no claim had been 
made by the state in its opening 
statement that had not been proven 
by testimony. He attacked the tes- 
timony of Dunn himself with much 
vigor and later reached the expert 
evidence given by physicians for the 
defense, against which he directed 
considerable effort. 
Dunn's charac- 


ter then passed under review, and in 
closing Mr. Emrick said: 


"From the evidence testified to 


upon the witness stand; 
from his 


conduct up to the time the little 
girl's body was found; from his slan- 
derous talk about the girl and her 
family; 
from his own. admissions 


upon the witness stand, I ask you to 
judge the make of the man—Charles

PENNSYLVANIA, 


Philadelphia, Nov. 5.—Election day 


in Pennsylvania started with cloudy 
and raw weather and a prospect of 
rain in some sections before night.

result a heavy vote was reported in 
the early hours. 


The polls opened at 7 o'clock and in 


this city many polling places report- 
ed over 100 votes cast in the first 
hour. 


The state is voting for state treas- 


urer and justice of the supreme court 
For the former office the candidates 
of the two great parties are Prank G. 
Harris (rep.) and E. A. Coray, jr., 
(rep. and fusion). 
William P. Pot- 


ter is the republican candidate and 
Hannan Yerkes represents the fu- 
sionists. 
The fusion ticket is the 


result of a coalition between the 
democrats, the union party and tho 
municipal league, the union party 
being a new organization launched 
by republicans dissatisfied with, the 
element now in control of state af- 
fairs. 
Mr. Potter is at present a 


member of the supreme court, having 
been appointed by Governor Stone to 
fill a vacancy. Mr, Yerkes is a dem- 
ocrat and has been for a number of 
years the common, pleas judge of 
Bucks county, which adjoins Phila- 
delphia. 


In Philadelphia the campaign was 


an exceedingly warm one, the condi- 
tions'resembling those in New York 
city, with the political affiliations re- 
versed. 
District Attorney P. - 


Bothermel, having failed of renom- 
ination by the republican convention, 
was nominated in town meeting and 
the union party, led by disappointed 
republicans, was organized. 
His 


nomination was indorsed by the mu- 
nicipal league, and a failure to se- 
cure a similar indorsement from the 
democrats resulted in a split in that 
party. 
John Weaver, who received 


the regular republican nomination; 
has made nn active campaign on the 
stump, and tho effort of both sides 
to obtain the suffrage of tho voters 
has been greater than in any cam- 
paign in recent years. 
Associated 


with Mr. Jtothermel on the fusion 
ticket are three republicans and two

As at present planned there are sev- 
eral commodious assembly rooms pro- 
vided for on the second floor, and a 
number of the committee thought 
that they were unnecessary in a li- 
brary building. 
The trustees will 


make a decision within a day or two.

ARGUMENT IN THE DUNN CASE 


WELL UNDER "WAY. 


PROSECUTOR EMRICK OPENS 


STRONG PRESENTATION OF THE 


STATE'S CASE. 


THE DEFENSE HAS AN INNING 


S* L. MORRIS MAKING ABLE 


PLEA FOR ACCUSED. 


The Dunn, murder trial rapidly ap- 


proaches the last chapter. 


It is not unlikely that by tomor- 


row evening the fate of the aged and 
white-haired prisoner, charged' with 
this foulest of crimes, will be under 
deliberation by the jury. 


Argument in the case began, this 


morning. Prosecutor Emrick opened 
for the state in. an, address of three 
•hours to the jury. Mr. Emrick thor- 
oughly recapitulated the evidence 
and gave it strong presentation to 
.the jury. 


This afternoon Attorney Samuel L. 


Morris, of counsel for the defense, 
be-gan an able and 
liig-hly argu- 


mentative plea -for the 
venerable 


looking mail who is charged with 
the atrocious murder of little Alice 
Cothrell. 'Mr. Morris will finish this 
afternoon, doubtless, and tomorrow 
•Heury Colerick 
will complete the 


argument for the 
defense. Judge 


S. M. Hench will close for the state. 


MR. EMRICK OPENS. 


Prosecutor Emrick made the open- 


Ing argument on behalf of the state 
at the beginning of court this mom- 
ing. In his opening words Mr. Em- 
rick expressed Ms btflief that it was 
a matter of congratulation to all that 
the case was nearing the end. 
It 


had been 'a long and arduous labor, 
but it was necessary to find out what 
the witnesses knew, and if much of 
the subject matter seemed to be re- 
petition, it was unavoidable. Jurors 
had, however, listened patiently be-, 
cause it was their duty as good citi- 
zens to do so.- 


The state has only wanted to try 


this case fairly. 
The state does not, 


in this or any other case, ask a con- 
viction not warranted by the law and 
the evidence. 


Mr. Emrick referred to the enor- 


mity of the crime, which he charac- 
terized as one of the most atrocious 
that ever occurred within the con- 
fines of this fair county. It has not 
been a pleasure to try this case; it is 
not a pleasure for you to sit as jurors, 
but it was a duty imposed by good 
citizenship. 


RESUME OF EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Emrick then began a resume of 


the evidence; 
told of the humble 


home of the Cothrells; of the little 
girl, who was the friend of all. 
He 


recited how Alice had been seen to 
enter the Dunn home at ten minutes 
of 1 o'clock; it was shown that she 
was a favorite of Mrs. Dunn, 
for 


whom she often sang. It was shown, 
said Mr. Emrick, that she sat upon 
the lap of Marie Sampleson, and in 
the goodness of her heart had taken 
a "breastpin from her person and of> 
fered the settings to her friend. He 
told how Marie had gone to Haire's 
to take a loaf of bread there; that a 
few minutes later the girl returned 
to Haire's for water, and as she was 
returning home the little girl -was 
noticed to leave the house and was 
never seen; alive again. 


Mr. Emrick 
then 
detailed 
the 


whereabouts of Dunn on the ill-fated 
2d day of July, and asserted that the 
proof snowed Dunn to have returned 
from the woods that day before 1:30 
o'clock.

Continuing, 
Mr. 
Emrick 
said 


"Where was Dunn during that thirty 
or forty "minutes? 
Ah, you know 


where he was; I know where he was 
and if little Alice Cothrell were here 
today she would say 'he was in the 
barn choking the life out of her little 
body.
